Versonal Experiences witli Death O(» to 


Show That tho Moment of Final Disso- 
lution IK Absolutely PainlcBs and With- 
out Fear of Future Life. 


Although neither a physician nor a 


clergyman I wish to corroborate the 
views of the physicians contradicting 
Rev. Dr. Epworth under the heading, 
"What Is Death?" in your Sunday issue. 


As a Federal soldier, May 31, 1869, I 


was one of those who fought against 
the surprise of General Johnston, at 
the time commander of the Confed- 
erate army, at Fair Oaks. The sur- 
prise was made at noontime, while 
our boys were eating Itmch. I remem- 
ber one soldier being struck in a vital 
part and killed while leaning upright 
against a tree in the act of carrying a 
flapjack to bis mouth, remaining after 
death in precisely the same position. 
When I saw him standing there I inib- 
took him for a livo man, especially as 
he seemed to me intent only on eating 
his flapjack, but the illusion was dis- 
pelled when touching him, because as 
an officer I wanted him to join his com- 
rades. 


My own personal experience in the 


matter confirms the physicians' also. 
The 80th of April, 1880, a fire was rag- 
ing in my factory in San Francisco. Ey 
some means I was about 150 feet from 
tlie main entrance in the burning build- 
ing when, to my dismay, I beheld the 
five story wall topple over me through a 
skylight. Passively I lowered my head, 
thinking only of my coming death and 
wishing it would be swift. In IPSS than 
a second thousands of bricks tell on me. 
sounding like a big druinbtick beating 
on a big bass drum. I remember a 
crash, then not ling, but when I came to 
Tiiy senses I was wedged in between 
heavy timbers, the upper part of my 
body only being free. 


About a dozen steps back of me was a 


stranger to me who had not received a 
scratch, but ascertaining that my leg 
was broken, and also my utter inability 
to save myself, he crawled over to me 
and attempted to pull me out of my ter- 
rible situation. But all his efforts only 
increased my suffering, and as I saw the 
flames come up I entreated him to leave 
mo to my fate and try to save himself. 
Finally he ciawled away, promising, 
however, to return with help and axes. 
I must have been bewildered, for no act 
of my past life came to my memory, but 
suddenly thinking of iny small, mother- 
less children I shouted for help, whis- 
tling at intervals through my fingers. 


Some firemen must have heard, for 


presently there were several streams of 
water poured on me. I then realized 
my danger, yet I, who had never gone 
into a battle without a pang, felt none 
whatever while iu that deathtrap, The 
water and smoko combined mubt have 
asphyxiated me, for when my stranger 
returned leading a brave party of tire 
men and policemen I laid as one dead. 
Believing me dead, and being 111 a very 
dangerous position, they cut away part 
of the timbers and rudely but safely 
passed me over the debris in the street. 
A deafening shout from an immense 
throng which had witnessed the gallant 
rescue, streams of cold water and fresh 
air revived me, and I begged of them to 
be careful vi ith my limbs, which were 
dangling from my body. 


After many weeks of suffering tho 


physicians decided to break my leg 
again, but being unable to do it well 
while I had my senses they decided to 
chloroform me. Being subject to heart 
disease I objected, but the matter being 
urgent I finally consented to take the 
anaesthetic. Fully convinced, however, 
that I should die under its influence, but 
knowing that either way I would have 
to die, I agreed to take the only chance 
of life I had nnd laid myself resignedly 
on my back; yet, although convinced 
that my last hour had come, I had not 
the slightest recollection of my former 
deeds. As I heard the physicians' whis- 
pers gradually lost in the distance I was 
only wondering what would come next. 


I recovered, however; but, breaking 


my leg a third time on account of some 
adhesions in my knee, it was decided 
that 1 should undergo another operation, 
which necessitated the use of anaesthet- 
ics again. 
This time the physicians 


thought I was a goner sure, for it took 
them nearly two hours to revive me; 
yet, although certain of my last hour, 1 
could not recall my past life, and in 
neither caso did I fear death when J had 
squarely to face it, 


In each instance the passing away was 


painless, while in the fire suffocation 
came almost unconsciously, while al- 
most the same sensation came in the 
pther cases. In the case of the soldier 
at I'air Oaks (Seven Pines) a certain time 
must have elapsed between his decease 
and my notice of him, yet heaven or 
hades did not seem to bother him; his 
flapjack seemed to be what he wanted— 
his eyes were on it and his mouth was 
open ready to receive it. In my own 
case I could claim to have died three 
times within a year, yet I do not think I 
had any other but $ sensation of rest. 


Pr. Epworth, in his assertion also that 


either a look of horror or beatitude 
overspreads a deceased person's face, 
seems to f orget that the Scriptures teach 
us that the soul leaves our terrestrial 
envelope at once on dissolution! hence 
the body cannot show what reception 
the soul had on the other side of the 
Styx.—An Interested Reader in New 
York Press.

'uy calling our Houston street "Hewston , 
rtreet,1' as that name is pronounced from 
Texas to the Chesapeake, but we play 
as strange a trick with another name, 
for we call Coenties slip "Quincy slip." 
As no one would do that naturally, we 
detect strangers by that pronunciation. 
The name of Hoboken is another that 
we trifle with, calling it Habbucken. 
But in ways and bywords other than 
these I can pick out a New Yorker any- 
where that he and I may meet, whether 
it be in Boston or in the Rocky moun- 
tains. I can do this by noticing how he 
pronounces the "ur" sound in such 
words as birth, bird, earth, heard, etc. 
All the rest of the country pronounce 
those words burth, burd, urth and hurd. 
Not so the New Yorker. He is care- 
fully taught not to do so in all the pub- 
lic schools, as well as by his parents at 
home. 


The queer little twist that enters so 


largely into our language in marring one 
of the cardinal sounds that compose it is 
thus expressed by our tongues; ur-yith 
is how we say earth, bur-yid is how we 
say bird. We say hur-yid for heard 
and mur-ynj-der ior murder. All of ua 
who were born in New York have heard 
the public school teachers insisting upon 
this peculiar twist, commanding the 
pupils to put Mil the trademark as fight- 
ing men once wore the coat of arms of 
their feudal masters. Most of us, too, • 
have heard nice, careful little girls on 
the way home from school correcting 
careless companions by insisting that 
"you mussint say burd; you must say it 
nicely, bur-yid." 


Ot all the senseless and unmusical and 


bad things that are done to English that 
is one of the worst, because one expects 
to hear a language at its best in the 
greatest city of a country, and thither 
foreigners lepair to study English and 
then perhaps to go back home and teach 
it with a whole lot of little tricks like 
that in their heads, tobeEiolemnJx,taught 
and scattered, until no 6neTm5Wi"wnere" 
the mischief will end. Of course I do 
not want the reader to understand that 
very nice people murder the language 
in these or any other ways, but the great 
masses of New Yorkers, those who get 
their learning in the public schools aud 
whose tongues wei e trained in old New 
York homes of the middle class—these 
are the victims of this most peculiar 
habit.—Cor. Providence Journal.

One Who as a Youth Know tlio Great 


Writer Recounts His Experiences. 


My earliest recollections of Thackeray 


date from the spring of 1849. I xised from 
that time to spend a few days with him at 
the end of the Easter holidays before going 
back to Eton. He was then living with 
his two girla in the hospitable white brick 
llouse 13 Youug street, Kensington, which 
I can never pass unmoved 
His handsome 


old mother and dear old stepfather, Major 
Carmichael Smyth, who had been governor 
o£ Addiscombo, and in some respects was 
the original of Colonel Newcome, were 
also living with him. 


He was then but at tho dawn &f his 


fame. "Vanity Fair," begun in January, 
1847, was completed m July, 1848. "Peu- 
derinis" camo out in 1840-50. I well re- 
member the first numbers of the former 
in their yellow paper covers, and the illus- 
trations in vignettes from his own pencil. 
It was in 1850 that his long connection 
with Punch came to an end. 


I recollect being astonished and amused 


at his humorous drawings for that period- 
iqal.Vliicli were constantly being brought, 
to him on their boxwood blocks before bo 
Ijig printed off. In these visits, which took 
place every year till 1852, when I wenfc to 
Oxford, I instinctively felt that ho Was far 
greater than any one whom I had ever 
met. Aud looking back, after an Interval 
of forty years, I feel that I was not wrong, 
and that there was something in Ills mind 
and character larger and more spacious, 
more liberal, with leba admixture of any- 
thing petty or unreal or affected th.au it 
has been my fortune ever to meet. 


Oiie was naturally attracted by his fine, 


lofty figure, his bright, gemul smile, his 
pithy, amusing sentences, and his cheery 
greeting. There was nothing in the least, 
deterrent or formidable in him—<ind most 
boys are quick to see it they are regarded 
as bores by their elders. Mrs. Ijeslio 
Stephen well says, "His kindly feeling for 
the schoolboy is constantly coming up in 
his books; it is indicated by his warm rec- 
ommendation of the great duty of adminis- 
tering 'tips'—a duty which he took care to 
discharge effectually in his own person." 


I can bear witness to the truth of thiH 


from my own experience. I ue\ er visited, 
rarely saw, him at thib time without hav- 
ing a sovereign slipped into my hand on 
leaving him. On one occasion after I hod 
my pocket picked in an omnibus he emp- 
tied the whole of his purse into my hands. 
The exact amount, at this distant date, I 
do not remember, but it was much more 
than I had lost. 


On these delightful visits he would spare 


no pains in taking me to places of amuse- 
ment—the play or the pantomime—some- 
times after an excellent dinner at OKI 
Garrick club, where I remember bis check- 
ing some one in the act of blurting out au 
oath, the utterance of which he would not/ 
tolerate in my presence.—"Chronicle of St. 
Georce."

TITLES OF ENGLISH WOMEN. 


DlatlnctioiM Tlmt Mny Seem Bather Com- 


plloutcil to au American. 


It is little wonder that foreigners bun- 


gle over our titles as they clo, when in 
our own piblic speeches and newspa- 
pers it is oil en made plain that many do 
not understand how to use English titles. 


For instance, a marquis' daughter who 


married a man without a title kcepp tho 
title of "la-ly" and her own Christian 
name and adds to these the husband's 
sumame. 


Thus, when Lady Evelyn Fitzmaurice, 


the daughtc r of the Marquis of Lands- 
downe, ma:Tied Mr. Victor Cavendish 
she becami Lady Evelyn Cavendish; 
but the London dailies spoke of "Larly 
Victor Cavi ndish's going away dress." 


The only -:aao in which a lady of title 


is called by her husband's Christian 
name as well as his surname is in tbe 
case of tho wives of tho yotragor sons of 
dukes and Marquises. 


These m>m boar courtesy titles of 
iord" before their Christian names 
and surnames, as Lord Oeorgo Hamil- 
ton, Lord Ciiarl'js Berosford, and so on, 
and the only correct way of addressing 
or speaking of thoir wives is the same 
way, putting "lady" in the place of 


lord." 
To call tho wives of younger sons 


Lady Hamilton, Lady Berest'ord, or 
whatever it tho surname, without the 
male Christian name, is as incorrect as 
to call Larly Evelyn Cavendish by her 
husband's full name. 


On tho other hand, the wife of a bar- 


onet or of a knight is "lady," with his 
surname alone after it, 


Confusior grows in many minds from 


tho fact tl at any peeress (under the 
rank of a duchess) is also spoken of, and 
to, by her oqnals as merely "Lady So- 
and-so"— tho name added, however, not 
being the ftimily name, but the title of 
the husband. 


Thus no equal would say, "I saw the 


Marchioness of Salisbury" or "There is 
tho Counters of Lathom," it would be 
Lady Salisbury and Lady Lathom. 


A duchest, the highest rank in the 


peerage, is iho only peeress who escapes 
this cqnalilyof title in the everyday 
Icnguage o) her equals in society. She 
is nover called "lady" only, but is 
sj.-oken of ar. "the Duchess of So-and-so" 
in full always, and is addressed in con- 
versation by her friends as "duchess," 
the name of the peerage not added. 


MoroovRr. every other lady of title, 


from a kn.ght's wife (which is not a 
real title), right away up to a march- 
ioness, is equally "my lady" to her so- 
cial inferiors. 


Sir John Smith's wife is Lady Smith. 


The wife of Lord John Smith, who is a 
peer's yount;er son, is Lady John Smith, 
and if yon hnow her on terms of equal- 
ity you may call her Lady John, but 
never Lady Smith. Lady Mary, daugh- 
ter of either the earl or tho marquis, or 
tho duke of somewhere, and the wife of 
Mr. John Hinith, is Lady Mary Smith; 
call her Lady Mary if she seems friend- 
iy, but not Lady Smith or Lady John 
Smith. 


Tho wife of Lord Smith, or the earl 


or the marquis of Smithville, you may 
call Lady Hmith or Lady Smithville, as 
the case may be, but if Smithville is a 
duko on no account call his wife Lady 
Smithville. 


If you think that she will not snub 


you as too familiar, you may call IMT 
simply "duchess." You may say, "Duch- 
ess, may I get you some tea?" for ex- 
ample. But till you know her well, or 
feel on qxu't i friendly terms, it had bet- 
ter be, "Will you?: grace take a cup of 
tea?" 


Finally, the oddest thing of all, if fate 


should make you acquainted with a 
prince or princess of the blood royal, 
you will seom very second rate if you 
keep saying, "your royal highness." 


You must say "sir" and "ma'am." 


Not, if ym please, "madam," but 
"ma'am," is your housemaid says to 
your own n eek better half, Mrs. Smith. 
Even a 
duchess calls a princess 


"ma'ain."— London Letter.

fashion of Getting Ulnmclf I'p in a 
Hideous und Repulsive Manner—Story 
of His Successful Voyages. 
Painlico sound, now the haven of the 


Btorm tossed mariner and the home of 
peaceful industry, was once the theater 
of far different scenes. In the beginning 
of the last century its placent waters re- 
flected a flag which struck terror to 
thousands of hearts and paralyzed tho 
commerce of tho New World; the thick- 
ly clustering vives and luxuriant growths 
i'ringinjj its shores concealed, lika the 
original Eden, a hiding devil, the foe of 
God and man—Blackboard, the pirate. 
From a strange tendency of human na- 
ture the life of the pirate possesses a fas- 
cinating interest, not only for the small 
boy who devours the pages of his half 
dime yellow back novel, but also for the 
reader of stronger judgment and better 
taste. 
Indeed some of the greatest 


winters have been unable to resist the 
fascinations of this wide and tempting 
field. 


Sir Walter Scott, Marryatt and Cooper 


thought it not unworthy their mighty 
pens, and the genius of Byron attained 
one of its highest flights in the descrip- 
tion of the prisoner Conrad in the lonely 
tiirrot, baring his bosom to the midnight 
storm and defying the lightning of of- 
fended heaven to transfix him. Of all 
this unholy brood Blackboard was facile 
prmceps, as Milton says of satan, "By 
merit raised iff that bad eminence." It 
was an Arabic tradition, relative to the 
great 
unknown Atlantic that 
the 


gnarled and bony hand of the devil rose 
from out the waves of the sea of dark- 
ness to seize the presumptuous mariner, 
and in his diabolic career Blackboard 
seemed to be the impersonation of this 
mystic monster. Perhaps a greater de- 
mon never prowled the seas or walked 
the earth in human form. 


Even in personal appearance he was 


hideous and repulsive, nature having 
stamped him both as a physical and 
moral monster. Tho name by which he 
was known throughout the world was 
derived from a singular circumstance, 
which illustrates his savage ferocity. 
His naturally dark and forbidding face 
was covered almost to his fierce, sensu- 
ous eyes with a shaggy black beard, 
reaching below the waist. This hirsute 
adornment, of which he was very proud, 
and which he cultivated with sedulous 
care, he was accustomed to braid with 
ribbons and to twist about his ears until 
it stood forth like projecting horns. 


Into the ends of these he stack small, 


slowly burning fuses, whose sulphurous 
fumes enveloped him in a lurid hue and 
rendered him a not unfitting represeuta 
tion of the Satanic ideal, whose character 
he so successfully emulated. In time of 
action he slung around his neck a scarf, 
into which were thrust three braces of 
pistols.

The real name of this man was Ed- 


ward Teach, and he was a native of Bris- 
tol, England. Of his early career noth- 
ing definite is known. He first emerged 
from obscurity as a common sailor on 
board a privateer commanded "by Cap- 
tain Benjamin Hornigold, sailing from 
Jamaica and preying upon French com- 
merce. In that humble capacity he dis- 
tinguished himself by his skill and cour- 
age, which attracted the attention of 
his not over scrupulous commander, who 
soon intrusted him with a prize he had 
captured. 
In 1717 these two choice 


spirits spread their sails from Provi- 
dence (auspicious name!) for America, 
capturing en voyage three vessels laden 
with wine, flour and miscellaneous car- 
goes, which they appropriated to their 
own use and turned the crews adrift. 


The speed of their vessels being crip- 


pled by foul bottoms, they cleaned them 
upon the coast of Virginia and went 
in quest of fresh booty. On this cruise 
they secured the most valuable prize 
yet captured, a large French Guinea- 
man, richly freighted, bound for Mar- 
tinique. At this juncture Hornigold's 
avarice seems to have been satisfied, or 
more likely his heart failed him, for, 
taking tho two vessels with which they 
originally sailed, he returned to Provi- 
dence ana availed himself of a pardon 
offered by the king to all pirates who 
should surrender in a specified lime. 


Teach, however, only emboldened by 


success, cow assumed an independent 
character and began that career of crime 
which rendered his name so infamous.— 
Eichmond Times.

Injuries from Carbolic Acid. 


Warnings are given in a _ German 


medical journal against the injury to 
skin, and even bone, which may result 
from the long continued use of weak— 
say 3, 2}£, or even 2 per cent.—earbo- 
lized applications, especially upon periph- 
eral portions of the body, such as the 
fingers. This effect, it is asserted, is due 
in a small measure to the action of car- 
bolic acid upon the vasomotor system, 
but in the main to its destructive effect 
upon the red and white blood corpuscles. 


This induces, partly in a mechanical 


and partly in a chemical way, stasisT 
first in the capillaries, and, if the actiorj 
of the drug be continued, then in "toe 
larger veins and arteries, with the result 
that the nutrition of the part is inter- 
fered with, and the removal of harmful 
substances hindered, the maceration of 
the epidermis caused by the acid favors 
evaporation, so that the gangrene is a 
dry one, a mummification, as it were,

Tirxis and Venom. 


The difference between venom and a 


virus is very marked. Both are poisons, 
and both of organic origin, but a venom 
is produced in secreting organs, com- 
monly called poison glandii, and is intro- 
duced into the system by means especial- 
ly adapted for the purpose, such as stings 
or fangs. On the other hand, a virus is 
the result of disease or putrefaction, and 
generally possesses the property of excit- 
ing in the sj-stem into which it is intro- 
duced the disease which produced the 
virus. A virus commonly produces lit- 
tle, if any, local disturbance; a venom 
generally causes great pain, often severe 
Inflammation and swelling. Venom has 
a marked local effect; virus causes a 
general disturbance of the system.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

America's Nntlvefl Described. 


This description of the natives as they 


appeared to the English colonists in 
Mar\ land was written in 1603:

in oj !e, like a darke red, which they doe 
to k< ,'p the gnatts off. As for their faces 
they have other colours at times, as blew 
from the nose upward and red down- 
ward, somewhat contrariwise, in great 
varidie and in very gastly manner. 
The\ have no beards till they come to 
be n ry old, and therefore draw from 
each • itio of their mouthes lines to their 
eares to represent a board. Their ap- 
parel 1 generally is deore skyns and some 
furrc, which they wear like loose man- 
tels; and yet under this, about their 
middle, all women and men, at man's 
estajle, were rounds aprons of skyns, 
which keeps them decently covered, so 
that, without any offense to chast eyes, 
we may converse with them. 


All the rest of their bodies are naked, 


and at times soino of the youngest sort 
of bol h men and women have just noth- 
ing tu cover them. The natural wit of 
this nation is very quick and will con- 
ceive a thing very readily. They oxcell 
in sin oil and taste and have far sharper 
sigh! than wo. If these people were 
once Christians (as by some signs we 
have reason to think nothing hinders it 
but want of language), it would be a 
right virtuous and renowned nation. 


How Thoy Itobbed tho Marquis. 


In the old range cattle boom days, 


•when money from foreign lands was 
pouring into tho west like water, there 
were a good many sharp tricks prac- 
ticed in delivering cattle. It is recalled 
that ihe Marquis de Mores, who tried to 
cat 
L ach a conspicuous figure as a revo- 


lutiouizer of tue.Americaa meat trade, 
and who later liocame notorious as a 
duelist, was badly sold.

for 19,000. The way they did it was by 
running theS'tine0,000 twice around the 
hill. De Mores never "tumbled" until 
he li;id paid his $"100,000 and the merry 
cockneys wero bound for South Amer- 
ica. It was a clear steal of $300,000, but 
the marquis didn't make much bones 
about it. He had plenty of money and 
didn't care.—Chicago Drovers' Journal. 


Tlio Sensntioua of Bui tie. 


A iiectleman who was distinguished 


in the war of the rebellion for his per- 
sonal bravery, and who fought in some

tbo most bloody t>attU)s, was re- 


cently asked just how it felt to be undei 
fire.
